The Right Way To Make a Slump Test 


In many cases the acceptance or 
rejection of a load of concrete de- 
pends upon a one-inch variation in 
the slump. This much variation can 
be—and often is—caused by mis- 
takes in making the slump test. 


Sampling 


If the slump test is to determine ac- 
ceptability of the concrete, the 
sample must be taken from the 
early part of the load. Let out at 
least a wheelbarrowful before taking 
the sample.
